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The Central Statistical Office of Finland has prepared this 
booklet as an instant dose of information about our 337 000- 
square-kilometre (130000 sq miles) country and the social and 
economic conditions of its 4 733 000 inhabitants. 


Finland is a republic, celebrating the 60 th anniversary of its 
independence this year. The supreme power of decision rests 
with a 200-member parliament with MP’s from at present nine 
political parties. Our President, Urho Kaleva Kekkonen, is in 
office for the fourth time running. 


Finland is situated in Northern Europe, on either side of the 
polar circle. Despite its location way up north, it is far from 
being an arctic area, even though it is not exactly tropical 
either. The mean temperature of the coldest winter month 
varies from —6 Centigrades (+21F°) in Southern Finland to 
—13 Centigrades (+9F°) in the North. In winter the whole 
country is covered 1n snow, in the north to a depth of one and 
a half meters (5 feet) in places. So it is only natural that cross- 
country skiing is a highly popular winter sport. 


The mean temperature of the warmest summer month is about 
+18—20 Centigrades (+64—68F°). But on the warmest summer 
days the temperature may even rise above +30 Centigrades 
(+86F°). The best thing to do then is to go swimming or 
boating. The opportunities for either pastime are great: we 
actually have some 55 000 lakes. Our light summer nights are 
also part of the picture. At midsummer the sun has hardly set 
view the midnight sun — if you like, from the top of Halt, 
our highest mountain, which lies 1328 metres (4 356 feet) 
above sea level. 


But no summer on earth could be hot enough to keep a Finn 
from an even hotter place — the sauna. The country 1s littered 
with some one million saunas. But no more of them, the 
Finnish craze for the sauna is a well-known fact all over the 
world.
